The Heal Ground of Quarrel.

isnfieasly 'pursued Mr. Murphy's cor- 
Npt henchmen in offlce.

York because he dared to be his own 
master. 


Murphy Otters Suiter Money. 


"Just prior to taking offlce as gov- 


ernor—either Just before Christmas or 
between Christmas and New Year's—I 
spent an afternoon with Mr. Murphy 
at Us request at his private room at 
DeimonieoV said the governor. "Hl» 
attitude was very friendly and confl 
dential. He said he wag my friend, 
that he knew of my financial condition 
and wished to help me out 
As he 


went on I was amazed at his knowl- 
edge of my Intimate personal affairs. 


"To my astonishment he Informed 


me that he knew that I was heavily in 
debt Then he offered me money to 
pay my debts and have enough left to 
take things easy while governor 


"He said that nobody would know 


anything about it; that I could pay 
what I owed and go to Albany feeling 
easy financially 
Re then asked me 


how much I needed, to whom I owed 
it and other personal questions. 


Sulzer Refusss the Offer of Money. 
"As I did not want to be tied hard 


'to& fast as governor in advance I de 
tllned MrC Murphy's offer, &aying that 
I was paying off my debts gradually, 
that my creditors were friends and 
would not press me, that I was eco- 
nomical and that I would try to get 
along on my salary as governor. 


"He repeated his offer of money, say 


ing that it was for the good of the par- 
ty; that the 'organization' did not want 
me to be hampered financially, and he 
(Mnrphy) would allow me whatever I 
needed above my salary for my living 
expenses while I was at the executive 
mansion. 


"But 
again I refused, and then he 


said: 
" 'If you need money at any time let 


me know and yon can have what you 
want We cleaned up a lot of money 
on your campaign. I can afford to let 
you have what yon want and never 
miss if " 


Boss Seeks Weak Side of a Man. 


Mr Sulzer paused and thrust his 


hands in his pockets, jerking his head 
sidewlse and pursing his lips 


"I am telling all this." he said, "be 


cause the people should know Just how 
their elected officials are approached 
and tempted and how the boss seeks 
for the weak side of a man to control 
him. 


"Mnrphy asked me if I would give 


him assurance that I would appoint 
his friend, Jim Gaffney. commissioner 
of highways. That place, you will re- 
member, controlled the immediate 
spending of $65,000,000 for good roads. 


Free Hand if Ha Named Gaffney. 
"Mr. Mnrphy seemed very much 


aroused. He said he would like to 
have the matter settled, that If 1 would 
appoint Mr. Gaffney I could have my 
own way regarding other matters. 


"Mr. Mnrphy assured me that he was 


more interested In Gaffney's appoint- 
ment than In anything else in the state; 
that Ga'ffney was a good all around 
man for the job, knew what to do and 
could get results. 


"I told htm that in my opinion It 


would be a mistake to appoint Mr. 
Gaffney. 


Threatens—"Gaffney or War."

"I said: 'I will consider all yon say 


about the matter. I want to go slow 
»2d get the very best man I can find 
for that position. I would rather be 
stow about the appointment than be 
sorry.' 


"And he answered, 'If you don't ap- 


point Gaffney you will be sorry.' 


"Mr. Murphy finally said: 'I am for 


Gaffney. 
The organization demands 


his appointment, and I want yon to 
do it' 


"I replied. 1 will make no promise 


about it' 


"He said, 'It will be Gaffney or war. 


MoCall Murphy's Emissary. 


"When Mr. Mnrphy found out that 


he could not use me and control me he 
sent emissaries to s«e me frequently 
to demand that I do certain things and 
to threaten me If I refused. Yon must 
not forget that I was then governor of 
the Empire State. These threats be- 
gan in a small way in February and 
continued with greater vehemence nil 
to the very night the assembly passed 
the resolution of impeachment in obe- 
dience to Mr Murphy's orders. 


"One of the agents through whom 


Mr Murphy most frequently communi 
cated with me was Judge McCall 
Judge McCall usually spoke of Mr 
Murphy as 'the chief and would say 
to me that 'the chief wished such and 
such a thing done or demanded that I 
follow such and such a course of ac- 
tion. 


Refused t» Serve "the Chief." 


"I was impeached not because of any 


misdoings, but because I declined to 
recognize Mr Mnrphy as 'the chief, 
the invisible and all powerful 'chief 
In the government of this state, be 
cause I would not obey 'the chiefs' 
telephone orders, sent through emls 
sarles at this end of the line. 


"I was impeached, and it is timr 


that the whole people should realizx 
the truth in all its enormity, because 
I tried, with whatever shortcomings 
yet with all sincerity and earnestness 
of purpose, to be the servant of the 
whole' people and not the servant of 
the chief,' who desired, through me, to 
stake his rale over the people of the 
state as absolute as it is corrupt

FALL PUNTING OF 


YOUNGJRUIT TREES 


Some Hints to Orcliirtlstsa&d 


Otter Gunny Residents 


The season for transplanting and 


shipping of nursery stock to here evnd 
a few hints may be of benefit to, 
persons who contemplate planting. 
Fruit trees can, be planted In tte 
fall during dormancy or until the 
filow~a£ sap starts in the spring, pro- 
viding the trees ore In good con- 
dition and ithe weather is not freez- 
ing <and the ground is 1 condition 
for planting. 


Fall planting is advisable where 


the winters are not extremely 
se- 


vere 
Some of the advantages of fall 


planting are. 
Flr»t—It Is a 
con- 


venient time. Second—the tree heals 
the out roots, establishes tiseU and 
is ready to start growth early in the 
spring and more reJUMly withstand 
summer droughte. Third—the buyer 
gets the pick of nursery stock 


In 
planting holes should be dug 


large emough to receive the roote 
easily without crowding or bending, 
and the top soil should be kept sep- 
arate from the bottom soil 
Al- 


ways set the tree about two Inches 
deeper than it stood to the nursery 
and use rich loose dirt around the 
roots and work well around the roots 
leaving no air pockets 
Pack the 


sot' 1m hard until the hole to th.re«- 
fourths filled, then Mil up with loose 
drtt 
Do not place manure among 


the roots, but place it on top after 
the tree has been planted 
Round 


the dirt 
up about the tree so as 


to drain the water from the body 
of the tree.

When informed unofficially that her 


immediate release from Bills Island 
had been ordered from Washington. 
Mrs Pankhurst said: 


"That is exactly the action I haTe 


been expecting. I was sure that the 
American people's reputation for Jus- 
tice and liberty could not have been 
an error and that this lore of Justice 
would assure my freedom in this coun- 
try. 


"I shall leave Kills Island Immedi- 


ately and as soon as possible begin my 
work for the great cause. I was not 
disturbed by the adverse ruling of th> 
special board of inquiry here, as I felt 
sure It would be reversed, and i would 
be released. 


"I wish to thank the American peo- 


ple for their justice to me and tor thetr 
Interest in me." 


Thinks She Could »tsnd »leg«.

posed Bond Issues. 


we say, let the law be e'ltbrced. 


The terminal points are the im- 


portant factors in determining the 
value of an improved road. A good 
road that begins nowhere and ends 
nowhere may be a matter of pride to 
those who live along it, but Its prac- 
tical value is determined by the con- 
dition of the highways which connect 
the improved section of road with the 
city or town where the commercial 
and social interests of the commu- 
nity converge 


In many states it is not unusual 


to find isolated sections of brick, 
macadam or gravel roads which have 
been constructed by the local authori- 
ties with the expectation that the adja- 
cent township would continue the im- 
provement to the county seat, or to 
some other desirable center. 
This 


is particularly true of Iowa and In- 
diana, and also unfortunately of Penn- 
sylvania. 


This fuestion was settled in our 


state by -the Legislature of 1911, 
when a system of State Highways 
was adopted, so that the benefits 
will reach all counties alike, and that 
the great Interests of through travel 
as well as the convenience of local 
communities may be served. 


With State aid to counties and 


townships as the dominating factor in 
highway building, the State is always 
at a disadvantage, by reason of the 
fact that the original impulse must 
come from the local 
community. 


Counties aad townships rarely, if 
ever, are known to act concurrently 
in highway matters, the result being 
that one county may be well supplied 
with improved roads, while the ad- 
joining counties are seriously lacking 
in that respect, leaving the more en- 
terprising community, which has done 
its full share, cut off from important 
centers of population and with only 
a portion of the benefits it had a 
right to expect. 


Our system of State Highways cor- 


rects this situation. The state takes 
over the mam roads, improves and 
maintains them at state expense. 
These State Highways, connecting all 
county seats and all principal centers, 
not only correct the inequality In the 
distribution of public benefits but 
provide for that wider travel which 
has become so common. 
' 


Uniform improvement of the High- j 


ways is imperative in a great State i 
like Pennsylvania. But uniform im- ' 
provement does not mean that all 
roads must be built of the same width 
or the same material. 
It means that j 


with all the facts before it, the High- 
way Department can determine what 
type of improvement should be given 
each section of the State Highways, 
ao as to place all on an exact equal- 
ity; taking into consideration present 
travel now and what is likely to de- 
velop after their improvement. Wher« 
heavy traffic predominates one typo 
of construction is necessary. If light 
vehicles or automobiles predominate 
and heavy loads are rare, oilier types 
may be employed an a matter of or- 
dinary economy in construction and 
maintenance. 


The French government does not 


hesitate to state that its reason for 
keeping within the department the 
control of the location and character 
of the improvement of a road, is to 
"keep it from the distractions of 
local political Interests." 
Only by 


centralized authority can this be EC- ' 
compllshed in France, or in P«nnsjrl-' 
vania, or in any county or state. 


A centralized Highway authority is ' 


the only agency that can properly , 
study the needs and requirement* of 
•11 sections of a state; and whlls 
treating all counties alike, determine 
what particular roads should 
first' 


be 
improved to accommodate the i 


greatest numbsr of people, and most ; 
rapidly develop the interests of ths 
state aa a whole.

the 
Constitutional 
Amend- 


ment carried at the November elec- 
tion, the Highway Department may | 
begin the preparation of plans for the ' 
improvement of Pennsylvania's State 
roads on a scale hitherto impossible. 
A year from now the Legislators for !

propriating the money for the road j 
work.

The president predicted thut the bill 
will leave the Semite committee on 
bunking and currency "not later than 
the first week in November" and "that 
action of the senate upon the bill will 
follow within two, or at the most three, 
weeks." 
Utx>n this assumption the 


president Indicated he was ready to 
confer with Mr. Underwood relative to 
a recess of the house of representa- 
tives. 


Elaborating this letter, the president 


told callers at the White House 
that he had met with unexpected har- 
mony In the views of the members of 
the senate committee on banking and 
currency, and that he believed there 
existed a substantial agreement on the 
fundamentals of the bill. The presi- 
dent said he believed it would be pos- 
sible to secure action on a measure 
which does not violate the fundamen- 
tal principles of currency legislation 
which he has espoused from the begin- 
ning. 
\ 


In reply to questions the president 


indicated some disagreement on the de- 
tails of the legislation, but admitted 
that there was room for debate on the 
questions at issue, including the num 
her of regional reserve banks to be 
provided by the bill and whether or 
not the secretary of agriculture and 
the comptroller of the currency should 
be made members of the federal re- 
serve bonrd. With respect to the lat- 
ter provision it is understood the presi- 
dent believes their presence on the 
board represents the breadth of the 
sympathy which the various federa/ 
agencies- are expected to show in the 
administration of the legislation for 
the benefit of the whole people.

YOUNGJRUIT TREES 


Some Hints to Orcliirtlstsa&d 


Otter Gunny Residents 


The season for transplanting and 


shipping of nursery stock to here evnd 
a few hints may be of benefit to, 
persons who contemplate planting. 
Fruit trees can, be planted In tte 
fall during dormancy or until the 
filow~a£ sap starts in the spring, pro- 
viding the trees ore In good con- 
dition and ithe weather is not freez- 
ing <and the ground is 1 condition 
for planting. 


Fall planting is advisable where 


the winters are not extremely 
se- 


vere 
Some of the advantages of fall 


planting are. 
Flr»t—It Is a 
con- 


venient time. Second—the tree heals 
the out roots, establishes tiseU and 
is ready to start growth early in the 
spring and more reJUMly withstand 
summer droughte. Third—the buyer 
gets the pick of nursery stock 


In 
planting holes should be dug 


large emough to receive the roote 
easily without crowding or bending, 
and the top soil should be kept sep- 
arate from the bottom soil 
Al- 


ways set the tree about two Inches 
deeper than it stood to the nursery 
and use rich loose dirt around the 
roots and work well around the roots 
leaving no air pockets 
Pack the 


sot' 1m hard until the hole to th.re«- 
fourths filled, then Mil up with loose 
drtt 
Do not place manure among 


the roots, but place it on top after 
the tree has been planted 
Round

Under State Highway Law Now In 


Fores All Counties Alike Will 


8« Benefited By the Pro- 


posed Bond Issues. 


we say, let the law be e'ltbrced. 


The terminal points are the im- 


portant factors in determining the 
value of an improved road. A good 
road that begins nowhere and ends 
nowhere may be a matter of pride to 
those who live along it, but Its prac- 
tical value is determined by the con- 
dition of the highways which connect 
the improved section of road with the 
city or town where the commercial 
and social interests of the commu- 
nity converge 


In many states it is not unusual 


to find isolated sections of brick, 
macadam or gravel roads which have 
been constructed by the local authori- 
ties with the expectation that the adja- 
cent township would continue the im- 
provement to the county seat, or to 
some other desirable center. 
This 


is particularly true of Iowa and In- 
diana, and also unfortunately of Penn- 
sylvania. 


This fuestion was settled in our 


state by -the Legislature of 1911, 
when a system of State Highways 
was adopted, so that the benefits 
will reach all counties alike, and that 
the great Interests of through travel 
as well as the convenience of local 
communities may be served. 


With State aid to counties and 


townships as the dominating factor in 
highway building, the State is always 
at a disadvantage, by reason of the 
fact that the original impulse must 
come from the local 
community. 


Counties aad townships rarely, if 
ever, are known to act concurrently 
in highway matters, the result being 
that one county may be well supplied 
with improved roads, while the ad- 
joining counties are seriously lacking 
in that respect, leaving the more en- 
terprising community, which has done 
its full share, cut off from important 
centers of population and with only 
a portion of the benefits it had a 
right to expect. 


Our system of State Highways cor- 


rects this situation. The state takes 
over the mam roads, improves and 
maintains them at state expense. 
These State Highways, connecting all 
county seats and all principal centers, 
not only correct the inequality In the 
distribution of public benefits but 
provide for that wider travel which 
has become so common. 
' 


Uniform improvement of the High- j 


ways is imperative in a great State i 
like Pennsylvania. But uniform im- ' 
provement does not mean that all 
roads must be built of the same width 
or the same material. 
It means that j 


with all the facts before it, the High- 
way Department can determine what 
type of improvement should be given 
each section of the State Highways, 
ao as to place all on an exact equal- 
ity; taking into consideration present 
travel now and what is likely to de- 
velop after their improvement. Wher« 
heavy traffic predominates one typo 
of construction is necessary. If light 
vehicles or automobiles predominate 
and heavy loads are rare, oilier types 
may be employed an a matter of or- 
dinary economy in construction and 
maintenance. 


The French government does not 


hesitate to state that its reason for 
keeping within the department the 
control of the location and character 
of the improvement of a road, is to 
"keep it from the distractions of 
local political Interests." 
Only by 


centralized authority can this be EC- ' 
compllshed in France, or in P«nnsjrl-' 
vania, or in any county or state. 


A centralized Highway authority is ' 


the only agency that can properly , 
study the needs and requirement* of 
•11 sections of a state; and whlls 
treating all counties alike, determine 
what particular roads should 
first' 


be 
improved to accommodate the i 


greatest numbsr of people, and most ; 
rapidly develop the interests of ths 
state aa a whole. 
i 


With 
the 
Constitutional 
Amend- 


ment carried at the November elec- 
tion, the Highway Department may | 
begin the preparation of plans for the ' 
improvement of Pennsylvania's State 
roads on a scale hitherto impossible. 
A year from now the Legislators for ! 
1914 will make the laws putting the 
j 


Amendment into operation ana 
ap- I 


propriating the money for the road j 
work. 


As these funds could not be made 


available for other purposes, there 
would be no uncertainty as to the 
amount for road building, and main- 
tenance, so that 1914 and the years 
subsequent should show great activity 
and Pennsylvania, among the most 
progressive 
of 
commonwealths In 


every other respect, will take its 
place among the leading states in its 
mileage of improved highways.

Washington, Oct. 21.—In an open let- 


ter to Oscar Underwood, Democratic 
leader of the bouse of representatives, 
President Wilson stated tliat the pass- 
age of the currency bill "is assured." 
The president predicted thut the bill 
will leave the Semite committee on 
bunking and currency "not later than 
the first week in November" and "that 
action of the senate upon the bill will 
follow within two, or at the most three, 
weeks." 
Utx>n this assumption the 


president Indicated he was ready to 
confer with Mr. Underwood relative to 
a recess of the house of representa- 
tives. 


Elaborating this letter, the president 


told callers at the White House 
that he had met with unexpected har- 
mony In the views of the members of 
the senate committee on banking and 
currency, and that he believed there 
existed a substantial agreement on the 
fundamentals of the bill. The presi- 
dent said he believed it would be pos- 
sible to secure action on a measure 
which does not violate the fundamen- 
tal principles of currency legislation 
which he has espoused from the begin- 
ning. 
\ 


In reply to questions the president 


indicated some disagreement on the de- 
tails of the legislation, but admitted 
that there was room for debate on the 
questions at issue, including the num 
her of regional reserve banks to be 
provided by the bill and whether or 
not the secretary of agriculture and 
the comptroller of the currency should 
be made members of the federal re- 
serve bonrd. With respect to the lat- 
ter provision it is understood the presi- 
dent believes their presence on the 
board represents the breadth of the 
sympathy which the various federa/ 
agencies- are expected to show in the 
administration of the legislation for 
the benefit of the whole people.
